PARENTS’ AID IS 
SCHOOL SALVATION 


PROF. ELIOT TALKS AT HIGH OX 


COMMON SCHOOLS 


PARENTS CAN 
HELP WORK 


An Understanding: 
Between 
Parent 


and Teacher W ill Help the 


Child Marvelously 


That co-operation of parents, now 
more or less lacking, is most essen*! 
tial to advancing tho common school 
to a standard of highest efficiency 
was a striking thought in the address 
delivered last night by Prof. Eliot 
of the University of Wisconsin to a 
large, appreciative audience at the 
New High school auditorium 
last 
night. 
“The Common Man and the Com­ 
mon School" was his 
subject 
and 
during his address he brought out 
the relation of the common man to 
the common school and his duty to­ 
ward it. 
Mr. Eliot stated that at the 
present time people expect 
every­ 
thing of the common school hut do 
not do their duty to it in return. Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Eliot most parents 
think they have 
done 
their 
duty 
when they have sent their children 
to school and have paid their taxes. 
Co-operation Is necessary between 
the parents and teachers, said 
Mr. 
Eliot, and to accomplish this 
the 
fathers and mothers of school chil­ 
dren should visit the school often and 
get. acquainted with the 
teachers. 
Often tim es there is a 
misunder­ 
standing between the parents 
and I 
teachers and the child is made to 
bear the brunt of this disagreement. 
Mr. Eliot named several evil re­ 
sults of Irregular school attendance. 
He said the money paid tow ard the j 
support of the school is wasted if the 
child is not sent regularly, while oth­ 
er pupils derive the benefit. 
The 
progress of the child Is also imped­ 
ed and he falls behind in his work 
which means another half year in 
the same grade. 
Mr. Eliot also urged that the chil­ 
dren be sent to school penniless, as 
there is absolutely no use for money 
while attending 
school. 
Children 
should l>e dressed healthily, but not ] 
in showy and gaudy clothes. 
The 
school should be exalted and every 
child should hold the school in re­ 
verence. 
Mr. Eliot concluded his address by 
urging the parents 
to 
visit 
the 
schools often and to co-operate with 
the teachers, and he promised that 
the results will be surprising. 
Upon motion of Frank W inter a 
vote of thanks was tendered Profes­ 
sor Eliot for his kindness in speak­ 
ing to the association.
